Crime Still Marches On 
According to our Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation director, J. 
Edgar Hoover, major crime 
showed “a large increase’ in 1960. 


Although the total in 1959 was an 
all-time record, the statistics for 
1960 show another 12 per cent in- 
crease, 

There was not one single major 
crime category which showed a 
decline; all of them indicated an 
increase. For example, there was 
an 18 per cent increase in rob- 
beries, a 15 per cent increase in 
burglaries, a 11 per cent increase 
in larcenies over $50, a 7 per cent 
increase in automobile thefts, a 
4 per cent increase in both murder 
and rape, and a 3 per cent in- 
crease in aggravated assaults. 

Director Hoover also reported: 

“As in the past, youthful crimi- 


nality continues to rise.”

condemning us for taking the life 
of Chessman in California ne 

I am always glad to hear fron 
our readers.

Arguments Answered 


Will the Church Escape 


he Great Tribulation? 


(Sixth in this series on a timely subject.)

Post-tribulationists writing 


against the pretribulation view 
have a propensity for setting up 
a straw man, and then having an 


easy, and to them, enjoyable time, 
demolishing him. This is supposed 
to answer the difficult question 
of the time of the rapture. Much 
of the available post-tribulation 
literature is quite out of date in 
understanding what present-day 
pretribulationists believe. 

Their straw man is one who be- 
lieves that the rapture is secret, 
with emphasis on the silence of it; 
that Matthew was written solely 
for the Jews and Jews only, and 


does not much concern the church; |: 


that the gospel of grace and the 
gospel of the kingdom are two dif- 
ferent gospels; that the “day of 
Christ” and the “day of the Lord” 
refer to two different days or 
times; that the 144,000 Jews of 
Revelation 7 will evangelize the 
world in the Great Tribulation, and 
therefore (get ready, reader, for 
a surprise), pretribulationists de- 
clare that world evangelization is 
not the task of the church and 
we should leave the Jews to do it! 

It needs to be pointed out that 
among contemporary pretribula- 
tionists there are many who do 
not subscribe to any one of these 
beliefs, and what is more to the 
point, they do not for a moment 
believe that the evidence prov- 
ing rapture before _ tribulation 
rests upon any one or all of these 
interpretations put together. 

One does not have to believe the 
rapture is secret to believe it oc- 
curs before the tribulation. There 
is a trumpet, a shout, the voice of 
an archangel. Whether the unbe- 
lieving world will hear, or if they 
hear, will understand the import 
of the sound, has no bearing what- 
ever on the time of the rapture. 
The constant repetition of “secret 
rapture” on almost every page of 
their writings is a straw man. 
Post-tribulationists would do well 
to drop the adjective when de- 
scribing what their opponents be- 
lieve. It is effective polemics, but 
I take it we are neither of us 
writing to win an argument, but 
to find out, if we can, from the 
Scriptures, the time of the rap- 
ture. 

Even Dr. Scofield rejected a se- 
cret rapture. J. N. Darby was 
non-committal. Dr. G. Campbell 
Morgan adopted, then rejected, 
the idea of secrecy, but he never 
relinquished his belief in an im- 
minent coming as his family, fol- 
lowing his death, took pains to 
make known. 

The fact is that when some of 
the older writers used the term 
secret, they did not mean the 
rapture would be silent, but mere- 
ly invisible to the world. Yet when 
some writer has disproven the 
silence, he evidently thinks he 
has settled the whole question! 

It is the same with the other 
characteristics of this straw man. 
Whether the gospel of grace and 
the gospel of the kingdom are two 
different gospels, or merely two 
phases of the one gospel, is not re- 
motely related to the time of the 
rapture. 

Whether to assert or deny that 
a difference exists between the 
day of Christ and the day of 
the Lord has nothing to do with 
the sure foundation on which pre- 
tribulation rapture rests. 

Whether Matthew was written 
for Jews, or for all mankind, in- 
cluding the Jew, the Gentile, and 
the church of God, is also some- 
thing altogether apart from the 
time of the rapture. 

Whether the occupation of the 
144,000 Jews in the Great Tribu- 
lation, sealed so as to be pre- 
served from death in the destroy- 
ing plagues (Rev. 7), is preaching 
the Gospel or hiding for their 
lives, is, let me repeat it, not 
remotely connected with what we 
are trying to prove, namely, when

does the rapture of the church 
take place? The Jews are not the 
church, and certainly the church 
is not the Jews. 

As for the astonishing claim 
that pretribulation rapture, as 
one post-tribulationist says, 
“Sacrifices one of the greatest in- 
centives for world evangelization,” 
that astounding charge will be 
dealt with later. 


Dr. Ladd’s Book 


In dealing with post-tribulation 
writers, mention has been made of 
the acrimony of Scruby and sever- 
al others of that school. Accord- 
ing to Scruby those who teach 
rapture before tribulation are 
“dupes of the Devil,” and what 
is worse “exegetical crooks.’’ Now 
a sincere Christian may be de- 
ceived by Satan into believing 
and teaching error, but an ex- 
egetical crook is one who knows 
he is wrong and is deliberately 
peddling lies. It is sometimes a 
guide to the truth or falsity of a 
position to mark how its propon- 
ents observe the ethics of contro- 
versy. Wisdom is justified of her 


children. Railing rather than 
reasoning, reveals poverty of 
evidence. The lawyer with the 


weak case is the one who be- 
labors the witness. 

One __—i —post-tribulationist who 
avoids this is George E. Ladd. His 
book, The Blessed Hope, is the 
ablest presentation of the post- 
tribulation view that I have read. 
It is free from bitterness and 
is a sincere attempt to find the 
the Bible answer to our question. 
Certainly no writer has put forth 
a stronger case for post-tribula- 
tionism. If Ladd’s book can be 
answered, the case for pretribu- 
lation rapture is safe and estab- 
lished. 

Ladd’s book can be answered. 
Indeed it has been answered. A 
few years ago it was put into the 
heart of a Wheaton and Dallas 
graduate to make an exhaustive 
study of this subject. The result 
is a scholarly work on the theo- 
logical level, dealing thoroughly 
with every post-tribulation argu- 
ment, meeting argument’ with 
stronger argument, and demolish- 
ing their objections at every point. 
The book is Kept From the Hour, 
and the author, Dr. Gerald Stan- 
ton of Talbot Seminary. 

No preacher or teacher should 
be without this book. I would be 
surprised if any open-minded post- 
tribulationist could read it and 
remain unshaken in his view. It 
was written before Ladd’s book, 
but has anticipated most of the 
objections raised by Ladd, and is, 
in my opinion, unanswerable. Sev- 
eral facts, however, in Ladd’s book 


remain to be answered, and in 


this chapter I will deal witn them. 

Ladd begins by tracing the his- 
tory of pretribulationism and con- 
cludes by saying, “We can find no 


early church; and no modern pre- 
tribulationist has successfully 
proved that this particular doc- 
trine was held by any of the 
church fathers or students of the 
Word before the nineteenth cen- 
tury.” 

I am not writing for theo- 
logians but for the ordinary Bible 
student so I dare not be technical, 
yet I venture this: Certainly it 
can be proved that the early Chris- 
tians’ believed in an imminent 
coming. If so, this involves the 
possibility of escape before the 
tribulation and the Anti¢hrist. 
And certainly escape from the 
tribulation is mentioned in ,the 
dialogue called the “Shepherd of 
Hermas” in the early second cen- 
tury. There we read: 


“You have escaped from the 
|Great Tribulation on account of 
_your faith ... Go, therefore, and 
'tell the elect of the Lord 


that this Beast is a type of the 
Great Tribulation that is coming. 
If ye then prepare yourselves, and 
repent with all your hearts and 
turn to the Lord, it will be pos- 
sible for you to escape it.” 

The word for “escape” here is 
the word ekfeugo and never means 
to be preserved in. That was dealt 
with in a previous chapter. It is 
the verb used in Luke 21:36, and 
as stated there, means, wherever 
it is used in Scripture, complete 
escape from, and never preserva- 
tion in. 

But there is a simpler answer 
to the supposed absence of pre- 
tribulationism prior to the nine- 
teenth century. Did the doctrine 
of justification by faith come to 
its full development and accept- 
ance among theologians before the 
time of the Reformation? It did 
not. Only after some fifteen cen- 
turies did students of the Word 
have fully expounded to them 
this doctrine that shook Rome to 
its foundations. 

Does delay in understanding the 
full meaning of a doctrine make 
that doctrine unscriptural? That 
fuller comprehension “and under- 
standing was given in God’s good 
time, but it was there in the Bible 
from the beginning. 

This principle of progress in 
revelation of the truth has par- 
ticular application to prophecy. 
Jesus said of the Holy Spirit, “He 
will show you things to come” 
(John 16:13). Full light on the 
details of prophecy was not given 
to the church fathers or even to 
the Reformers. It is true that the 
Reformers brought to light the 
doctrine of the premillennial com- 
ing, but they were not overly con- 
cerned with prophetic. details. 
More pressing matters occupied 
them. Their silence, therefore, is 
not significant. The fact that this 
truth has come to the front in 
recent years has nothing to do 
with either its truth or its falsity. 
It is clearly stated in Scripture 
that some prophecies would not 
be fully understood until the end 
time, and then with their meaning 
unsealed, knowledge would be in- 


|} creased (Dan. 12:9, 10). 


On this subject Dr. H. C. Thies- 
sen well said, “It is only in our 
own times that the Scriptures 
have been studied with care re- 
garding the tribulation. True be- 
lievers need scarcely to be re- 
minded that Christian doctrine is 
established on the basis of Scrip- 
ture, and not on the beliefs or 
non-beliefs of past generations. 
With due respect for all that the 
church has inherited from _ the 
godly men of the past, we must 
yet remember that the Bible is our 
sole authority in matters of doc- 
trine.” 


Converts to Post- 
Tribulationism 

To those who are not well- 
versed in prophecy, a task that 
takes years of close Bible study, 
Ladd makes a strong case for 
post-tribulationism by telling in 
his next chapter of several able 
and godly men who first espoused 
pretribulation .rapture, but after 
further study, went over to the 
post-tribulation view. A beginner 
in prophecy is thus impressed with 
the fact that if one would only 
forget what Darby and Scofield 
taught, and read his Bible, he 
would become a post-tribulation- 
ist. 

It might not occur to a begin- 
ner that for every person Ladd 
names or could name, we could 
name thousands, literally thou- 
sands, of able Bible students, pas- 
tors, Bible teachers, authors, col- 
lege and seminary professors, 


trace of pretribulationism in am peel of whose names are house- 


hold names in the church, many 
of them literally steeped in the 
Scriptures, who began with pre- 
tribulation rapture, and after a 
lifetime of Bible study were more 
convinced pretribulationists than 
when they began. That simple an- 
swer nullifies a good many pages 
in Ladd’s book. 


Now I happen to know several 
of the men whose names are men- 
tioned as being converted to the 
post-tribulation view, and am con- 
versant with their reasons for the 
change. Let me mention quite re- 
spectfully one or two of them. 


Dr. R. V. Bingham’s One-Day 
Decision 
Dr. R. V. Bingham, one of the 


founders of the Sudan _In- 
terior Mission, was a_ good 
friend of mine for many years, 
and for nine years one _ 0Oi 
my deacons in a Toronto church. 
For several years he believed and 
taught rapture before tribulation 
until one day, he tells us, his wife 
askea him for a verse to prove 
that the rapture would be secret, 
and he was helpless to find it! 
Finally, surprised, confused, and 


exercised by the question, “I took 
out my Bible and threw myself 
helplessly on the Lord. And I 
know the blessed Illuminator, the 
Holy Spirit, responded.” Dr. Bing- 
ham claimed that the Lord in one 
day with his Bible showed him 
that pretribulation rapture had 
no biblical basis, and revealed to 
him the truth of post-tribulation 
rapture. 


I would ask my reader to ex- 
amine impartially this_ sincere 
testimony which Ladd presents to 
the world in his book. For one 
thing, is it not strange that anyone 
would 


teach pretribulation rap- 
ture for several years and not 
know one verse of Scripture to 


prove it? (Not necessarily to 
prove that the rapture will be se- 
cret, but that we may expect Je- 
sus at any moment?) Not even 
one? Personally this writer knows 
over forty sound biblical proofs 
of rapture before the Great Tribu- 
lation. Is it not quite evident that 
since Dr. Bingham did not know 
even one of those reasons he had 
a very limited knowledge of 
prophecy! That is obvious to any 
person pondering his statement. 

Moreover—and I say this very 
kindly—is not this’ testimony 
somewhat discounted by the claim 
that it was the Holy Spirit who 
directed the change of view? Who, 
then, guided those of the opposite 
view to their position? If not the 
Holy Spirit, it was a false spirit, 
a satanic spirit! Surely this godly 
man did not look very far when he 
made that rash and naive state- 
ment, 


On the basis of Dr. Bingham’s 
testimony, the author of The 
Blessed Hope would have us be- 
lieve that one Christian brother 
learned in one day’s session with 
his Bible what hundreds of godly, 
scholarly men, many of them 
versed in Hebrew and Greek, men 
who had pored for thirty to forty 
years over the several hundred 
prophecies of Scripture, were 
never able to learn! These men, 
after weighing every word, scruti- 
nizing every verb tense, cate- 
chizing every statement in order 
to coordinate these many intricate 
prophecies and thus achieve har- 
mony with the whole, became 
soundly convinced that the rapture 
precedes the tribulation, and fail- 
ed to see what one man learned in 
one sitting with his Bible. Surely 
Dr. Ladd is asking us to believe 
too much. 


Dr. Bingham Confused the Re- 
gathering of Israel With 
’ the Rapture 


Again, let us examine the one 
strongest proof-text which Dr. 
Bingham used so frequently to 
prove post-tribulation rapture: 

“Immediately after the tribula- 
tion . . . they shall see the Son 
of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great 
glory. And he shall send his angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together 
his elect from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the 
other” (Matt. 24:29-31). 

That last part of the promise 
is rendered by Mark thus: 

: . and shall gather together 
his elect from the four winds, 
from the uttermost part of the 
earth to the uttermost part of 
heaven” (Mark 13:27). 

So confident was Dr. Bingham 
of the meaning of this passage 
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that he wrote, “If the angel gath- 
ering of the elect from the ends 
of the earth to the ends of heaven 
is not the resurrection of the 
saints ... then we frankly con- 
fess that all prophetic interpre- 
tation is impossible.” 

The point so rashly emphasized 
here is that this gathering is to 
be from the earth beneath to the 


heaven above, and at first sight 
the words seem to mean just 
that. But again I repeat, the 
Bible interprets itself. The lan- 
guage our Lord uses here is a 
quotation almost verbatim from 


the Palestinian Covenant in Deu- 
teronomy 30, having nothing what- 
ever to do with the rapture of 
the church, but describing THE 
REGATHERING OF ISRAEL TO 
THEIR LAND at thereturn of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


Look at the promise and see 
if this is not so: 


“That then the Lord thy God 
will turn thy captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will 
return and gather thee from all 
the nations, whither the Lord thy 
God hath scattered thee. If any of 
thine be driven out UNTO THE 
OUTMOST PARTS OF HEAVEN, 
from thence will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will

Husband Murders Wife As She 
Comes Out of Dance 


Hall at 2:00 A.M. 


I remember the saddest funeral 
I ever had. It was in Fort Worth 
at undertaking parlors on Mag- 
nolia Street. The funeral was that 
of a young married woman, stab- 
bed by her husband as she came 
out of an upstairs dance hall at 
the corner of Hemphill and Mag- 
nolia Streets. She danced before 
she married, and then when she 
was married, she was never con- 
tent to give it up. 

God gave a little baby to the 
home, but this young mother 
would leave her baby to dance 
with other men until the wee 
hours of the morning. Her hus- 
band pled with her. Her family 
begged her to take care of her 
baby, stay with her husband, to 
break with the wild crowd that 
go to the dance halls, but she 
would not do it. 

One night her husband, desper- 
ate, waited at the stairway. At 
2:00 a.m. she came down from 
the dance with another man, and 
the jealous husband stabbed her 
and she died. That murder, like 
thousands of others, must be 
charged up to the dance. 

I preached the funeral sermon. 
Many of the wild dancing crowd 
were there. Marks of dissipation 
showed on many faces. I preached 
a plain, tender gospel sermon, tell- 
ing them that God loves sinners, 
and seven or eight of them claim- 
ed Christ as Saviour as I stood 
beside that casket of a murdered 
woman, killed at a dance and be- 
cause of a dance. I will never for- 
get the wail of the young woman's 
sister when she came by the cof- 
fin to say good-bye to the form 
of her beloved sister, once pure, 
sweet and good, but, betrayed and 
misled and ruined by the modern 


dance. She cried, “Oh, Brother 
Rice, she was not ready! She 
wasn’t ready to go!” And I warn 
you now, dancers, that dancing 


people are not ready to meet God!

stood him. 

Controversy, in fact, is one 
of the conditions under which 
truth in every age has to be 
defended, and maintained, and 
it is nonsense to ignore it.

The India Bible Christian Coun- 
cil met again in Bangalore in Jan- | 


uary, 1960. During the interven- 
ing time, the Lord had not re- 
vealed His will concerning a man. 
During this conference, expression 
of a desire for a separated evange- 
listic effort was again made. The 
members decided to seek the Lord 
for His will in bringing a man to 
India for such an effort in the 
city of Bombay, to coincide with 
their 12th Annual Meeting, which 
would be held in Bombay in Jan- 
uary, 1961.

In early 1960, after much pray- 
er about the matter, the Presi- 
dent of the India Bible Christian 
Council sent a letter to Dr. John 
R. Rice of Wheaton, Illinois, 
U. S. A., inviting him to come -to 
India to speak at the Annual 
Meeting of the Council in Bombay 
in January, 1961, and requesting 
him to plan to remain in India 
for evangelistic services following 
the conference meetings. Dr. Rice 
was well known to most of the 
Council members, as well as to the 
Christian world, through his pa- 
per, THE SWORD OF THE LORD, and 
through his many books. He was 
noted for his burden for evange- 
lism, and for his forthright stand 
against the evils of modernists in 
programs of co-operative evangel- 
ism. It seemed that no other man 
would be so well qualified to 
preach the simple Gospel message 
and to uphold the principles of 
scriptural evangelism. God abun- 
dantly confirmed this choice!

Feelings of division brought about 
by differences of opinion were 
found to disappear after seasons 
of earnest, intercessory prayer to- 
gether for lost souls. The Spirit 
of God was not hindered in His 
work by: the presence of those 
who did not believe the Bible. All 
considerations were made on a 
truly spiritual basis, that God 
might in all things be glorified. 
No attempt was made to com- 
promise on any decision with a

If a man wrongs 
me only, I can forgive him. If he

through the blood of Jesus Christ.

Ill. In Opposing the Death 
Penalty for Murder, You 
Put Yourself in With a 

Bad Crowd 
1. In the first place, if you are 
counting that Jesus was against 
the Old Testament, that the Old 

Testament was not inspired, then 


you are putting yourself with 
modernists and infidels. Jesus 
taught the exact opposite, that 


not a jot or tittle should pass 
away until all be fulfilled. 

2. You seem to be saying that 
a fear of punishment no de- 
terment for crime and sin. If you 
really think that, then you ought 
never to have been admitted to 
the bar because you could not 
honestly take the oath of allegi- 
ance to the Constitution and laws 
of our land. If you think that pun- 
ishment and proper discipline does 
not deter sin and does not grow 
Christian character, then you have 
not had the happy experience that 
I have had with six wonderful 
children, all grown, well educated, 
devoted Christians, moral and well 
orientated in society. And’ you 
could never properly teach a sin- 
ner that he needs to repent be- 
cause God will punish sin if you 
do not believe that the punish- 
ment of sin is definitely right. In- - 
cidentally, when -you say that 
those who obey God, when the 
government acts for God in put- 
ting to death a criminal, are like- 
wise murderers, you talk foolish- 
ly. Of course you know that there 
are more words than one for tak- 
ing a life because the meaning is 
different. To slaughter a beast is 
not murder. The execution of a 
criminal] is not murder. When God 
kills a sinner, or when a govern- 
ment obeying God puts a man to 
death, that is not murder. 

3. You say that all around the 
world people are criticizing Ameri- 
ca for putting Chessman to death. 
That puts you with the communist 
crowd and with the lawless, wick- 
ed’ elements everywhere. Rioting 
2eds in South America and. blas- 
pheming infidels in Russia were 
against putting Chessman to 
death. All over the world honest, 
law-abiding people who believe the 
Bible and obey the law agreed 
that those who interferred. with 
the proper execution of the law 
and kept Chessman from his just 
desserts for years, sinned against 
God and society and that Chess- 
man eventually got what a blas- 
nheming, unrepentent' braggart 
sught to have gotten for his crime 
long before. I personally do not 
want to be counted with the 
crowd that raises such a hue and 
cry over the proper execution of 
that wicked man. I have a great 
deal more sympathy for that poor 
abused and mentally . deranged 
young woman for whom Chessman 
is accountable and for others he 
so desperately wronged, than I 
have for the criminal who met 
his just desserts and thus made 
it safer for society.

he fetch thee. And the Lord thy 
God will bring thee into the land 
which thy -tathers possessed, 
and thou shalt possess it” (Deut. 
30:3-5). 

Note that “the outmost parts 
of heaven” refers to the places 
where Israel has been driven. It 
has nothing to do with anyone 
being taken from earth to Heaven. 
The phrase is a Hebraism, mean- 
ing the horizon, and merely indi- 
cated that from wherever the 
Jews have been scattered, from 
there will they be brought back. 
Yet this is the passage my friend 
most frequently quoted to prove 
that the church would be raptured 
after the tribulation. It hardly 
supports the claim to divine guid- 
ance in giving up his former posi- 
tion. 


Dr. Ockenga’s Arguments 
Answered 


Another mentioned by Dr. Ladd, 
who in later years went over to 
the post-tribulation view, is Dr. 
H. J. Ockenga. In a debate with 
Dr. Walvoord in Christian Life, he 
gave four reasons for his changed 
view. They are these: 1. He came 
to see that the rapture could not 
be secret. 2. He saw nothing to 
prove that the Jewish remnant 
would evanglize the world in the 
tribulation. 3. He saw no diliffer- 
ence between the “coming of 
Christ” and “the day of the Lord.” 
4. The Church Age is not a par- 
enthesis., 

The fact is that none of these 
first three points has anything 
whatever to do with the time of 
the rapture. Dr. Ockenga could 
be right on all three points but 
not one of them touches the ques- 
tion at issue. What has the se- 
crecy or silence of the rapture 
to do with the time of that sub- 
lime event? Contemporary pre- 
tribulationists do not believe the 
rapture is secret any more than 
Dr. Ockenga. 

Nor do all pretribulationists be- 
lieve the Jews will evangelize the 
world in the tribulation. Some 
believe it and others have seen 
nothing definite enough in the 
Word to support it. Ockenga may 
be right on this point also, but 
granted that he is, please note 
that once again this has no con- 
nection with the time of the rap- 
ture. Nothing whatever. Whether 
Christ comes in the air for His 
Church before or after the tribu- 
lation does not depend on what 
the Jewish remnant does in the 
tribulation. Yet that is given as a 
valid reason why someone gave 
up pretribulation rapture! 

And once again; Dr. Ockenga 
Saw no difference between “the 
coming of Christ” and “the day 
of the Lord.” Neither do I. The 
fine distinctions made by some 
brethren will not bear close 
scrutiny, and here’s hoping I won't 
be put out of the synagogue for 
saying it. Yet I insist that the 
proof of pretribulation rapture 
does not depend on the truth or 
falsity of these minor matters. For 
an able man like H. G. Ockenga 
to give up his former position 
for such trivial reasons seems 
strange indeed. 

But further: Some of us were 
left aghast when Ockenga 
triumphantly closed his debate 
with Walvoord by quoting as his 
strongest proof-text a passage 
taken quite out of context, and ap- 
plying it to the time of the rap- 
ture. The passage is this: 

“We must, through much tribu- 
lation enter into the kingdom of 
God” (Acts 14:22). 
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This quotation repeats a funda- 
mental error of post-tribulation- 
ism—a persistent refusal to see 
the distinction made in Scripture 
between the ordinary trials and 
tribulations of the Christian age, 
and the unique period of wrath 
and judgment called the Great 
Tribulation. Every post-tribula- 
tion writer repeats this failure to 
distinguish between things that 
differ: in degree, in kind, and in 
purpose, Why do they do so? We 
are compelled to ask, Is it not to 
Support a weak position? 

The Bible teaches that the 
Great Tribulation is not to be 
confused with the ordinary trials 
of the Christian life. Jesus said 
SO. He said the suffering and an- 
guish, the wrath and destruction 
of the tribulation would be such 
as never was from the beginning 
of the World. The prophets 


declared it would be such as was 


also | 


never heard of (Micah 5:15). The 
book of Revelation shows us that. 
Paul was not speaking to the} 
Christians at Antioch of the Great 
Tribulation at the end of the age, 
yet this passage is taken out of 
its context and so applied. It is 


no more 
against 


convincing a proof-text 
pretribulation rapture 
than Dr. Bingham’s in Mark 13:33. 

So. different in meaning and 
purpose is the Great Tribulation 
from the ordinary trials and tribu- 
lations of the Christian life, that 
while the early Christians under 
trial rejoiced that they were 
“COUNTED WORTHY TO SUF- 
FER,” our Lord, on the contrary, 
concerning the Great Tribulation, 


exhorted His people to “watch 
therefore, and pray always that 
ye may be ACCOUNTED 
WORTHY TO ESCAPE” (Luke 
21:36). 


Persistently post-tribulationists 
refuse to see this clear distinction. 
It is there. It is scriptural. It is 
our Lord’s own words. Why ignore 
them? Why deny them by mini- 
mizing the awfulness of the tribu- 
lation? Is there no difference be- 
tween “counted worthy to suffer” 
and “accounted worthy to es- 
cape?” Is there no difference be- 
tween “Count it all joy when ye 
fall into divers temptations” and 
“IT will keep thee from the hour 
of temptation, which shall come 
upon all the world’? The differ- 
ence is there, if one is willing to 
see it. 


Another Conversion 


A third convert to post-tribu- 
lation rapture mentioned by Ladd 
is my friend, Dr. O. J. Smith of 
the Peoples Church in Toronto, 
a church and pastor deservedly 
held in honor because. of their 
magnificent missionary endeavors. 
Dr. Smith in his several books 
relates the story of his change of 
view, and Dr. Ladd reprints it. 
Dr. Smith first began with pre- 
tribulation rapture, but when 
someone asked him a simple ques- 
tion on the other side, like Dr. 
Bingham, he was immediately,con- 
fused! 

I will pause here long enough 
to ask, Why? Why do some of 
us who read every book we can 
find against our position not be- 
come immediately frantic and un- 
settled? There must be a reason. 
Ejther it is stubbornness, or could 
it be that we know the Scriptures 
well enough to be sure of our 
ground! Dr. Smith tacitly admits 
he did not know the ground of hijs 
belief, so he. was confused. He 
then gave himself to finding the 
answer. He centered his attention 
on Matthew 24 and found it in 
that one chapter! 

Some of my readers will know 
that there are over three hundred 
Bible references to the Second 
Coming, and one must study each 
passage, find its meaning in com- 
parison with the rest, and only 
after such coordination can. one 
find true interpretation and har- 
mony. Prophecy, as Wilbur Smith 
and Dr. Allis have pointed out, 
is not an easy subject. The an- 
swer to Dr. Smith’s inquiry is 
not found in any one chapter. 

My friend 
as he relates, “There is no pre- 
tribulation rapture in Matthew 
24.” (There is in vs. 37-42 but he 
did not know that.) He then in- 
terprets verse 31 as the rapture, 
for he writes, “As He descends, 
the trumpet sounds, and _ the 
angels are dispatched to gather 
the elect and to bear them in the 
twinkling of an eye to their Lord 
and Master.” 


Again Dr. Smith is mistaken, 
for, as we saw in the previous 


chapter, this verse has no refer- 
ence to the rapture but to Israel's 
regathering to their land (Deut. 
30). 


Dr. Smith Misunderstands 
Matthew 24:14 and 
Mark 13:10 


He next mentions verse 14 and 
goes on to misinterpret that also. 
He makes it to mean that some- 
thing further has to be done in 
world evangelization BEFORE 
CHRIST CAN COME. He thus 
surrendered the imminency of 
Christ's coming because he failed 
to see the exact meaning of this 
prophecy. It reads thus. 


“And this gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the 


world for a witness unto all na- 
tions: and then shall the end 
' come.” 

Mark renders it thus, “The gos- 


pel must first be published among | 


all nations” (Mark 13:10). One 
writer quotes Dr. R. A. Torrey 
' here, as follows: 

“Dr. R. A. Torrey called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Gospel 
was preached to the whole world 
even in New ‘Testament times: 
first at Pentecost, “And there 


immediately found, 


were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, 
devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven” (Acts 2:5); second, 
in Romans 1:8 Paul says, _ 
your faith is spoken of through- 
out the whole world.” Hence the 
whole world had heard the Gospel; 
third, in Colossians 1:5 and 6 we 
are told, “ in the word of 
the truth of the gospel; Which 
is come unto you, as it is in all 
the world...” Hence the word 
of Mark 13:10 could not indicate 
that the Gospel has not yet been 
preached in all the world. 


“Rather, it seems clear 
that Mark 13:10, 
24:14, must refer to the preach- 
ing of the Gospel in the 
Great Tribulation itself. Let’s 
study the matter from Mat- 
thew 24. (a). I believe verse 8, 
“All these are the beginning of 
sorrows,” and ff. is after the rap- 
ture. (b). Matthew 24:13, “But he 
that shall endure unto the end, 
the same shall be saved,” certainly 
does not mean salvation of the 
soul. It means rescue at the end of 
the tribulation time by Christ’s 
coming. See, the whole discussion 
in Matthew 24 starts and centers, 
not about the rapture but about 
Christ’s return to reign. ““The sign 
of thy coming” in verse 3 is an- 
swered in verse 29, which is “im- 
mediately after the tribulation.” 
The “end of the world” or the 
“consummation of the age” (vs. 3) 
does not come at the rapture 
but at the return of Christ to 
reign, We know that the “times 
of the Gentiles” does not end 
until the Antichrist is slain and 
Jesus Christ..ecomes to .reign..on 
David’s throne. Thus “then shall 
the end come” of Matthew 24:14, 
referring to the same time as 
Mark 13:10, is the end of the 
Great Tribulation. 

“So the Gospel will be preached 
to all nations in the Great Tribu- 
lation time. It has already been 
preached to all nations now—ever 
since New Testament times.” 

Dr. Smith failed to see the exact 
meaning of the passage and its 
present-day fulfillment, so _ he 
ceased to believe in the imminency 
of Christ’s coming. 

He then turned to post-tribu- 
lation writers for confirmation 
of his new view and he found it! 
He read Shackleton, Henry Frost 
and several others, and finally 
Scruby’s scurrilous book. That 
completed the search. Scruby re- 
joiced over Dr. Smith’s conversion. 
He was now delivered from the 
“exegetical crooks,” “the dupes of 
the Devil,” the “false teachers,” 
and those teaching “damnable 
heresies.”’ 


Dr. Smith Now Uncertain 


I could say a great deal about 
Dr. Smith’s change of position. I 
have known him for over thirty 
years. We have preached together, 
prayed together, eaten together, 
and I hold him in highest regard 
for his great missionary zeal. My 
impressionable friend never did 
find it as hard as some of us to 
change his view on things bib- 
lical. Indeed in his latest book 
(1956) he seems either to be veer- 
ing back to his former view, or 
else not sure enough of post- 
tribufationism to be willing furth- 
er to endorse it. The reader can 
judge this for himself... Dr. Smith 
writes: “But, you ask, is_ the

I read this because of its beau- 
ty, but I would like to change the 
last part of it. The child of God 
can say, “I know I'll see my Pilot 
face to face!” 

We have been speaking of the 
death of the saved; but when we 
think of the unsaved, that one 
who is lost, who has never been 
converted, who doesn’t know Je- 
sus Christ, what a sad and tragic 
thing! 

Now, think of a man dying with- 
out preparation to meet God! 
Many do. Many men and women 
go without knowing God, without 
knowing Jesus Christ, without 
making any preparation. Think of 
those who go out suddenly, who 
die within a few seconds of time. 
out in eternity without any warn- 
ing, lost; undone, without hope! 
Then think of the time when they 
will face God one day at the great 
white throne judgment, and «all 
Wwhach will take place after that. 
Oh, the tragedy of death for one 
who knows not Jesus Christ! 


We have been seeing so many 
accounts of sudden death all 
around us. When you pick up your 
daily newspaper, you find accounts 
of sudden death. You read of car 
wrecks, of plane disasters, of train 
wrecks, people going out to meet 
God in one way or another. It is 
said that about forty thousand 
people die every year in car ac- 
cidents alone. Think of it! Day by 
day people are going out to meet 
God. 

As we think of the awfulness cf 
one dying without Christ, I want 
you to consider three simple 
things. 


I. The Frailty of Life 


“Whereas ye know not what 
shall be on the morrow, For what 
is your life? It is even a vapour, 
that appeareth for a little time, 
and then vanisheth away” (James 
4:14). Here life is compared to a 
Vapour, a vapour as may be seen 
coming from a coffee pot or from 
a pan of water boiling on the 
stove—just a vapour arising for a 
while. 

The entire Bible points out the 
uncertainty of our days. It points 
out the frailty of life and the 
necessity of making our peace 
with God and our calling with God 
sure. 

We turn to our Bibles. The Old 
Testament is filled with this mes- 
sage, “Prepare to meet thy God.” 
_When we turn to the book of 
Genesis, we find death coming 


quickly, and the stains of death, 
even mrurder, coming in the begin- 
ning of the record. 


We turn to the story of Jesus 
dying upon the cross of Calvary, 
and we find one urgent message 
coming from our Saviour. “Him 
that cometh to me, I will in no 
wise cast out” (John 6:37). The 
outstretched arms of Jesus on the 
cross of Calvary are pleading for 
men to come. Even on the cross 
as He died, He did not turn one 
away, but the thief repented and 


believed and accepted Christ as 
Saviour, 
Every true preacher—since the 


time of Calvary up to this present 
hour—has been calling upon men 
to repent of their sins and to be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ. My friends, 
I know what the Bible teaches, I 
know what Christ is saying, I 
know what I want to say, I know 
what every preacher of the Gos- 
pel would say in this hour—they 
would tell you to prepare to meet 
God. And prepare right now, 
you have no promise of any 
Life frail!

Life is uncertain! 
[ believe that from eternity, if 
there were some way of bringing 
back messages from those who 


have gone on, they would tell you 
to prepare to meet God. If your 
loved ones could come back from 
Heaven, they would have one mes- 
sage—repent and believe on Jesus 
Christ! 

If there were some way of bring- 
ing back those who have gone out 
into eternity unprepared to meet 
God, and who have gone into that 
sad and awful and gruesome place 
that we speak of as Hades, Hell 
eventually; from the suffering of 
that place they would stand and 
cry, “Repent and believe!” Even 
as did the one in Luke 16, in the 
story told by Jesus, when he said, 
‘Go and. tell my five brothers that 
they not come to this awful 
place!’ He was told that they had 
Moses and the prophets. 

As we think of this matter of 
death, there is a second thought 
we should consider— 


II. The Foolishness of Playing 
in Sin 

The Bible says that sin is hated 
by God. The Bible says that no 
one can prosper who walks in 
the way of sin. You may say, “I 
know a lot of falks who are pros- 
pering.”’ No, you don’t! No one is 
going to prosper who walks in 
sin. You see God doesn’t measure 
time by forty, fifty, sixty, or sev- 
enty years. Time is eternal with 
Him. God doesn’t measure accord- 
ing to the way man thinks here

and now; and no one, no one can 
prosper who practices sin. The 
Bible says, “The wages of sin is 
death.” 

The foolish man may say, “I 
want to enjoy life; I am going to 
have a good time—no preacher is 
going to scare me,” and he may 
go on, but after a while when 
death comes, when his soul goes 
into the presence of God, then 
he will see the truth.of what I 
Mave said today. Oh, the foolish- 
ness of sin, the awfuiness of going 
on in sin, turning away from God 
and refusing the way of salvation 
through Jesus Cnrist! How fool- 
ish it is for one to take the little 
fleeting pleasures of this life and 
turn away from eternal life in 
Christ! 

There are some who are grasp- 
ing for the pleasures of this day, 
something that is just a scrap of!
